WAY DOWN IN "MY MARYLAND." 


Letter From W. H. Hanuberfer to Attor- 


ney John A. Brown—Ha* Been 


SerlonilT III. 


A few days ago Attorney John A. Brown 


received a letter from bis former law 
partner. Will H. Harnsberger, who is now 
in the government service as a special ex- 
aminer in the pension department. 
Here 


is a copy of the letter: 


Salisbury, Maryland, April 30, '96. 


Hon. Jonh A Brown, Decatnr, 111 : I 


expect you think I have forgotten you 
and my friends at Decatnr, but I haven't 
by a big majority I long to be at home 
again. I take the Weekly Republican and 
as I read about the changes going on I 
wonder how they look 
I am still at 


Salisbury, Maryland, and I am surprised 
at myself for remaining so long at one 
place. Have been here over two years. 
My family are all well 
You would hard- 


ly know them—they have grown so After 
I got out from my long spell of sickness 
last summer I have been in splendid 
health 
I thought while I was sick tnat 


if the Lord spared me to got up again I 
would leave the eastern shore of Mary- 
land never to return, but here I am. and 
very likely will remain here this summer 
out of choice 
I have had several chances 


to be transferred to other districts but 
when we came to sum up the good and 
bad points of this one we have so far con- 
cluded to lemain here I have eight coun- 
ties to work—iu Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia. I am home each week, some- 
times two to four times a week. Then 
we have a "mild and genial climate" and 
only thirty miles from the great summer 
resort, Ocean City, Md. Boats ply be- 
tween here and Baltimore, from which 
place wo are only 100 miles, and 150 miles 
from Philadelphia and the same distance 
from Washington City, where we find it 
necessary to go about four times a year 
Then Norfolk is just across the mouth of 
Chesapeake Bay I have in my district 
in the "raw" state "oystersof the finest," 
"crabs of the sweetest," "manolds of the 
richest," (did you ever eat any?) "terra- 
pin the most expensive," diamond back, 
canvass back ducks, and wild goose; also 
a little animal called the muskrat, which 
is eaten with a great relish here in the 
winter time by the natives, and to for- 
eigners they dish it up and call it "rab- 
bit " Now we are having our turnips, 
greens and hog-jowl season as well as fish. 
Twenty-two boat loads of shad came to 
Salisbury last Tuesday, and yon could 
buy a pair weighing S to 10 pounds each 
for a quarter. I think now for two weeks 
I have had shad for each meal, except one 
and tbe landlord apologired for not hav- 
ing it. 
We have had seven ' consecutive 


clear and exceedingly warm days and ev- 
erything indicates an abundant fruit 
crop. I see by the Republic1! T that you 
are all for McKinley.

JUDGE VAIL AT SULLIVAN. 


He Gave FlaU and Firm InitraetioM In 


the Attnberrjr Lrnealns; Ca*e. 


Judge Vail is on the bench in the Moul- 


trie county circuit court at Sullivan, and 
the attendance at the sessions is large, 
mainly because everybody is wondering 
what the grand jury will do in the Grant 
Attcrberry lynching case. 


In delivering his charge Judge Vail

his duty, nor did he think the jury was 
composed of men who would bo thus in- 
fluenced. His remarks were firm and im- 
pressive, but temperate and meet general 
approval.

In the case of a tie in the election o 
any city officer, it shall be determined bj 
lot, in the presence of tho city council, iu 
the following manner: There shall bi 
placed in a ballot box or other HUltable 
bos, as many folded ballots as there were 
persons having an equal number of votes. 
On otic of these ballots shall be written 
the name of the office for which thu cundi 
dates w ore voted for, and the other ballot 
shall have written on it some other word. 
The candidates shall then each dniw one 
ballot and the candidate drawing the bal 
lot on which is wntteu the name of the 
office shall be declared elected to the 
office. 
If any candidate shall be absent 


or shall refues to draw a. ballot, the city 
council shall appoint one of their number 
to draw for such candidate. 


It is not in the power of the city couu 


cil to do anything with the election rec 
ords except to look at the tally sheets an i 
inspect the count of the ballots cast as 
returned and certified to by the judges 
and clerks. If there are no errors on the 
tally sheets and in the totals the commit 
too appointed to make the canvass wil 
90 report to the council; but if errors are 
found they will be pointed out.

Ing is the occasional walk home, 
through "sand or mud, from some dis- 
ant point on a country road, owing to 
the puncturing of one or both of the 
tires. Bicycle makers and bicycle rid- 
ers always have maintained that when 
an unobjectionable non-puncturable 
tire should be invented wheeling would 
become the ideal form of locomotion. 


There is reason to believe that a New 


York man has solved the problem of 
thii, ideal locomotion. 
That man is 


Henry C. Dean, who is a graduate of 
Heidelberg, and a ci\ il engineer. 


Mr. Dean is a member of Company H. 


Seventh regiment, and always has been 
interested in athletics, especially wheel- 
ing. He has been one of those often 
afflicted with a punctured tire. 
In 


speaking of his last experience of the 
kind he said to a New York Sun man: 


"It was one fearfully hot day last 


spring. I had started for a long ride 
from Astoria. 
When about 15 miles 


from home my front wheel went down, 
the tire punctured clear through 
There was nothing left for me to do 
but lug it home. The further I walked 
the hotter and madder I got. When I 
reached home I sw ore that I'd have a 
tire which couldn't be poked full of 
holes, and which, at the same time, 
should have all the resiliency of the 
regular tires. Then I went to work. 
1'he result is that I have rigged up 
what I know is a tire which cannot be 
punctured, and which, I believe, has 
even more resiliency than the plain rub- 
ber tires." 
Mr. Dean showed his invention. As 


the illustration shows, it is a band of 
steel plates rneted together^ 
The 


plates are of about the thickness of 
heavy manila paper, and are made of 
the steel used in clock springs. They 
are three-quarters of an inch wide. 
Each plate is a segment of a circle 
Kea» the edge of each plate, at each end, 
is a hole, slot-shaped instead of circu- 
lar and about one-eighth of an inch 


rent is collected from the frame of the 
machine, one terminal being grounded, 
and from one of the bearings which 
surrounds a slip ring on the shaft.

of an ingenious pattern. It is a double 
parabola and concentrates the light 
at the focus of the outer parabola, from 
which it is thrown forward in a re- 
markably powerful beam, which will 
furnish illumination for quite a dis- 
tance ahead. The Slightest rotation of 
the bicycle wheel causes the lamp to 
glow. Indeed, it would be difficult to 
ride the wheel slowly enough to main- 
tain equilibrium and not have light. 
The lamp has a short, stumpy filament, 
and is therefore not liable to break 
from any cause except excessive cur- 
rent. The perfected model will admit 
of ready disconnection of the friction 
wheel from the tire, so as to render the 
magneto inoperative, and the tiansinis- 
sion mechanism will have a<\jvtshield.

On the opposite edge of the plate, 
tit each end, is a perfectly round hole 
Overlapping the first plate, about half 
its width, is the second plate. The 
round holes of the second plate fit over 
the slots of the first and are riveted 
vith brass rivets.

The Amherst college astronomical 


expedition, under the charge of Prof. 
David P. Todd, now en route for Japan 
by way of Chicago Bud San Francisco, 
comprises nine persons. For some 
time past Prof. Todd has been making 
preparations to study the sun's corona, 
which will be visible during the next 
total eclipse, on August 9. Prof. Todd 
is experienced,in such scientific expe- 
ditions. In 1878 he. conducted on ex- 
pedition to Texas to view a total eclipse 
of the sun July 29. He was sent on this 
tour by the United States navy depart- 
mejit, with special instructions to look 
for^am Lntro-Mercurial planet. In 1882 
he accepted the invitation of the trnnt- 
eqs-of the Lick observatory at Mount 
Hamilton, Cal., to direct the observa- 
tions of the transit of Venus. In 
1887 


he directed another total eclipse expe- 
dition to Japan under the auspices of 
the Washington National academy of 
science. His last scientific excursion 
was on December 23, 1889, when, with 
a United States commission, he made 
observations of a total eclipse in west- 
ern Africa. 


Many previous scientific attempts to 


learn about the exact nature of the 
sun's corona have, practically speak- 
ing, been failures. The expedition to 
Japan in 1837 ga\e no new information, 
owing to the fact that during the time 
of eclipse the heavens were clouded 
with dense smoke from a volcanic 
eruption. The United States govern- 
ment expedition in 1889 also failed to 
give any new facts, the sky being 
••louded during totality. 


Since hia last expedition Prof. Todd 


has made careful study of locaJil PS 
and photographic instruments, so that 
he hopes to win many laurels for sci- 
ence next August, if nature is in the 
least propitious. He will erect the 
American observatory on a high .moun- 
tain of Yezo, the northernmost island 
of Japan. Besides this central station 
he will erect two substations at some 
distance separated from the central. 
Since eyes arc unreliable ior such tci- 
entiflc work, the professor will make 
the photographic camera gather the 
accurate information. 


The eclipse passirg over the Atlantic, 


with its shadows, will become total at 
the observatory in Yezo about three 
o'clock on the afternoon, of August 9. 
If the weather is perfectly clear he will 
only have about zy, minutes to make 
all of his much-anticipated observa- 
tions. In this brirf 
time, however, 


Prof. Todd has instruments whereby he 
can obtain hundreds of pictures of the 
corona. 


The work which Prof. Todd will do 


on this expedition will be of universal 
interest to scientific men. Many lenses 
and special devices will be used by him 
to gain various truths from the total 
-eclipse. Important instruments of this 
nature have been loaned to Prof. Todd 
by Prof. Pickering, of the Harvard ob- 
servatory; Dr. A. W. Wright, of Sloan 
laboratory at Yale, «nd other promi- 
nent scientific men.

ton, Star, was directed heavenward. The 
sight of three grest glittering square 
things that looked something like kites, 
something like balloons, and yet were 
similar to neither, created great curi- 
osity. Many thought that the prob- 
lem of aerial navigation had been solved, 
and much interest in securing an ex- 
planation of the mystery was manifest- 
ed. The queer things which were seen 
nailing along 2,000 feet above the earth 
were Prof. Samuel Potter's aeroplanes, 
•which had broken loose from their at- 
tachments at Fort Myer and appeared 
to be making a bee line for one of the 
planets. "Aeroplane" is the name given 
by the scientists of the weather bureau 
to the kites with which they ore now 
experimenting in order to gain a more 
thorough knowledge of the conditions 
and, currents of the upper air. Theday 
before the weather man went over the 
river to continue the kite trials, and in- 
stead of the usual hempen rope thers 
was attached a fine steel wire to the 
kites as they were sent aloft. They had 
ascended to a distance of over a quar- 
ter of a mile, when the strain on the 
wire became too great and it snapped.

Marble Burial Vaults. 


Who Object to 


DtaUke th* Ordinary Method of 


Burial May Give It Their 


Approval* 


Cremation has made its way steadily, 


notwithstanding the opposition it re- 
ceived at'first. There are, however, 
many who still oppose tiis method, and 
to meet their objections a proces» 
known as .cementation has been adopt- 
ed. The most conspicuous apostle of 
cementation, is Judge Theodore 6. Hu- 
lett, of Niagara Falls, N. Y. Through 
hie effort* it has beep, the prevailing 
mode of burial at Oakwood cemetery, 
near Niagara Falls. The first body 
cemented there was his daughter; tuo 
next body another of his daughters. 
Since that time about 60 bodies have 
been buried in cement. 


There are two processes of cementa- 


tion—one by imbedding the coffin in 
cement, the other by pouring" the 
cement around the nude body. When 
the first method is used it is necessary 
to prepare the body with antiseptics, 
in order to preserve it thoroughly. This 
method is tile one commonly used at 
the cemetery. The other method is the 
one which Judge Hulett has prescribed 
by will and shall be used in his own 
case. It preserves a perfect cast of the 
body. 


The cementing of a grave as prac- 


ticed at Oakwood cemetery is described 
by Judge Hulett as follows: The grave 
is made of the usual depth, and. It; 
inches larger than the rough box that is 
to contain the coffin. A concrete mor- 
tar is then prepared of fresh water, 
lime, cement, sand and fine, broken 
stone, the proportions of which aa-e 
one part cement to three of sand and 
broken stone. 


This mixture is put in the bottom of 


the excavation to the thickness of about 
eight inches; the rough box is laid upon 
this cement so as to leave a space of 
about eight inches on all sides between 
the earth and the box. The concrete is 
poured into the space around the box. 
It is well stirred with a wooden point, 
so as to make it of an even consistency. 
This part of the work may be done the- 
day before the burial. 


After the coffin has been lowered into 


the box a lid is screwed on to the lat- 
ter, and then a coat of cement eight 
inches thick is laid on the lid. Care 
must be taken that this cement unites 
perfectly with that surrounding tha 
sides of the box. 


When the top cpat of cement is 


hardened the name of the deceased and 
any other words may be carved on it. 
These will last almost forever. 


In the other method of cementation, 


which Judge Hulet considers prefer- 
able, the body is laid nude in a rough 
box. 
It is supported by a number of 


unburned bricks. 
Cement is then 


poured in until it completely surrounds 
the body and fills the box. When it is 
hardened the inscription is made on the 
top and the lid is screwed on. All this 
work may be done by the undertaker, 
who will have the body completely ce- 
mented for the funeral ceremony.

The crime for which Harris came near 


being executed was the killing of a mail 
on the streets of Freeport. He was out 
riding and had gone past where his vic- 
tim was standing. He drove on some 
distance and then turned about and stop- 
ped close to the man. Harris got out of 
tho rig, and without warning proceeded 
to fill tho body of the man with bullets. 
Ho did not stop firing until the revolver 
was emptied. Tho murder grew out of a 
domestic affair. 


While Smith was in tho Deeatur jail, 


and Harris was in the Froeport jail, both 
under sentence of death, each wrote let- 
tors to tho other, in which they alluded to 
tho old times on the ball field. Smith 
used to say that Harris always impressed 
him as being queer in his head, but he 
believed that Harris would swing. He 
thought it was a littlo singular that it 
had como about that both were to bo 
hanged on the same day; but before 
Smith was hanged he knew that Harris 
had been granted a respite. Now Smith 
is lying in his grave in the Catholic cem- 
etery, and Harris will spend the remain- 
der of his days in the penitentiary at 
Joliet.
